FOR THE FARMERS 


"he C. P. R. Agricultural College 
Train, and the Work it 
Accomplished 


. 


On Saturday evening, June 29, the 
Agricultural Cotlege Special, run by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, com- 
nleted its very successful tour of the 
province of Manitoba. The train 
was onthe road for 32 days, and in 
that time covered all Manitoba trib- 
utary to the Canadian Pacific Rajlway. 
87 different points were visited, 1305 
addresses given to 22,900 people, 
which included 9851 men, 7426 wo- 
men and 5628 of the senior classes of 
the schools. The following is a 
brief outline of the work done on the 
train: 

When the train arrived at each 
stopping place, the ar containing the 
stock, which cousisted of three pure 
bred Holstein cows, one pure. bred 
Hereford fat steer, and four types of 
the best quality of work horses and 
brood mares, was placed at the un- 
loading platform. The first talk on 
stock, in which pédrticularly great in- 
terest was taken by the farmers, was 
given by Professor Peters and Mr. 
Joues, his assistant. The subjects 
dealt with in horses were the best 
types to raise in order to secure the 
highest price. Particular emphas- 
is was laid on raising large heavy 
horses for the City market, it being 
shown that if a farmer went in for 
raising this clasg of stock, there 
would be enough smaller horses come 
even after making his best efforts, to 
supply horses not too heavy, for the 
farm, and the others would bring top 
prices in the City market. The 
trouble which was experienced last 
year in disease in foals was gone in- 
to thoroughly by Professor Peters, 
and the best means of stamping out 
this disease was explained. For- 
tunately this year the death rate of 
colts when very young has fallen off, 
butts “still prevalent, and the farm- 
ers were eager to find out the best 
methods of handling the young colts. 

The next stock talk @n the pro- 
gram was milch cows. The thor- 
oughbred Holstein cows were recom- 
mended as a particularly good type 
for raising on Manitoba farms for 
dairying purposes, and the Ayrshire 
was leo recommended. The gen- 
eral use cf the Jersey was discour- 
aged owing to its inability to stand 
the rough conditions in the winter 
ou a Manitoba farm on account of 
her weak constitution. Two of the 
Holstein cows were shown as being 
examples of almost perfect animals 
for miik production, the third one as 
being as well bred as the other two 
(all three being the result of a more 
than a century’s breeding for milk 
production) but what would be call- 


ed a “weed” in a herd, that is, she 
turned her food into beef instead of 
milk, and would not produce in a 
year mcre than 2,000 lbs of milk, 
while a cow after paying for her 
keep and work in connection with 


taking care of the milk, must at 
least produce 6,000 lbs per year. The 
point made in this connection was 
that the selection of breed alone was 
not enough but also each individual 
cow had to be selected. The good 
milking Holstein in order to furnish 
a good profit, should at least give 
eieht or nine thousand pounds. One 
cow, a prize cow at Dominion City 
last year, produced 18,000 Ibs of 
milk, netting to the owner a clear 
profit of $305.00. In beef cattle, 
the Hereford steer was shown as di- 
rectly opposite to the Holstein. cows, 
that is, all the focd the Holstein could 
use was turned into beef production. 
The raising of what is known as the 
dual purpose animal was discouraged, 
it being considered better to go in for 
milk or beef or both, but not to milk 
cows intended only for the raising of 
beef siock 

A snort talk was also given on hog 
production, aud the raising of sheep. 

After the stock-judging, Principal 
“Aales of the Brandon Normal School, 
gave the men a short talk on agricul- 
tural education in the Public schools, 
and advocated strongly more thor- 
ough training of our teachers in agri- 
culture, and they in their turn tak- 
ing up more of the time in teaching 
that subject in the rural districts and 
also in small plots for agricultural 
purposes being attached to each

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school. The question of consolidat- 

schools was also gone into by 
Mr. Hales and strongly recommend- 
ed for most disiricts. 

Protessor Les also gave an inter 
esting lecture on the identification 
and eradication of weeds. Farm- 
ers, who were at the meetings last 
year came in bringing with them 
weeds which they had found in their 
fields and which they were unable to 
identify, asked their names and the 
best way of destroying them. Mr. 
Lee dealt particularly with the des- 
truction of the Sow Thistle, the Can- 
ada Thistle Mustard, Wild Oats and 
French Weed. The farmers in the 
BHastern and Southern portions of the 
Province were apparently anxious to 
find out the bes€ means of destroying 
weeds, and the farmers td the’ West 
and North, where the weeds as yet 
have not made the same progress, 
were anxious for their identification. 
Some farmers did not know the Sow 
Thistle, although Mr. Lee was able 
to find it on their farms. The farm- 
ers were warned against this weed 
in paiticular, it being really the only 
weed in Manitoba which takes com- 
plete possession of the land, not al- 
lowing any grain to grow with it, It 
is also the only weed which will at- 
tack the prairie. 

Mr. Harrison gave a talk on fodder 
crops, particularly on the planting 
and raising of corn and also showed 
how a crop of corn could be raised 
and do as much -good as summer-fal- 
lowing, thus giving the farmer a val- 
uable crop where otherwise his land 
would be lying idle. Mr. Harrison 
also spoke on the raising of tim- 
othy, clover and alfalfa, warning the 
farmers to be particularly careful to’ 
see that their land was very thor- 
oughly cultivated and inoculated be- 
fore sowing alfalfa seed. 

Principal Black closed the meeting 
for the men by giving a strong prac- 
tical talk on the general successful 
working of a Manitoba farm and on 
the Agricultural College work, and on 
the necessity for every young man 
and woman, who intended to follow 
farming as a _ vocation, taking a 
course in tip Agricultural College; 
that agriculture had to be’ handled 
in a scientific way the same, if not 
more so, than any other business. 

The women’s part of the program 
was first taken by Mrs. Salisbury, 
who gave a very useful and instruc- 
tive talk on home nursing, sanitary 
conditions in the home, ventilation, 
etc. 

Professor Broderick then spoke to 
the women on horticulture and the 
beautifying of the farm home, the 
best way of raising house and garden 
plants, ornamental shrubbery, plant- 
ing of trees, laying out of lawns, etc. 

Professor Herner gave a very in- 
teresting talk on poultry-raising and 
egg production, showing the- best 
way to raise poultry for the market, 
and aiso the correct way for handling 
them in order to produce the great- 
est number and best quality of eggs,- 
and telling the farmers’ wives how 
to take care of their eggs before 
marketing them, in such a way that 
the number of spoiled eggs would be 
greatly decreased. He also men- 
tioned the best types of hens for egg 
production, the Barred Plymouth 
Rock being the favorite, although the 
raising of most other breeds was not 
discouraged. The poultry on the 
farm was shown to be one branch of 
farm work whick could be made the 
most profitable as a side line with 
the least outlay. 

Professors Mitchell and Crowe took 
up the work of dairying. Very 
great interest was. manifested in this 
work by all the women and a great 
many of the men. There has been 
so much loss to the farmers in the 
West .owihg to not knowing how to 
make the best grade of butter, and 
having their butter uniform. The 
care of the milk and cream was g6ne 
into thoroughly: the best utensils for 
handling milk and cream and the 
making of butter were shown, 

The senior classes of the schools 
at almost every point. came over to 
the train in a body and were ad- 
dressed by either Principal Hales, 
Professor Lee or J. J. Golden on the 
birds in Manitoba; of the great good 
birds did in Killing insects which 
were harmful to all vegetation, the 
need of getting sufficient trees around 
the farm so that the birds would stay 
in the ‘districts. It wae felt that 
if the children were educated along 
these lines, the great destruction of 
birds which now takes place would 
be stopped. Many birds which the 
average child thinks to be harmful, 
such as hawks, were shown to be 
really useful on the farm. The chil 
dren then had a talk on the identt- 
fication of weeds and were told in a 
simple way the best methods of get- 
ting rid of them, 

All the meetings were opened with 
a Short address, explaining to the 
farmers why the Canadian Pacific 

tailway Co. and the Agricultural 
College staff thought it necessary to 
run the train, the interest the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway took in the 
farmers who were living along their 
line and the desire for better farming, 
and for having prosperous farmers 
living along the Company's lines. 
The farmers were also invited when 
they came to Winnipeg to call on the 
officials of the Company, who were 
always glad to have them come in 
and discuss matters of mutual inter 
est Brief remarks were made on 
the better care of machinery on the 
average Manitoba farm, and on good 
roads showing how the farmer could 
suave considerable in his transporta- 
tion charges by hauling his grain to 
market over a good road; the differ- 
ence in hauling on a good road and 
a poor road on 1,000 bushels for a 
distance of 6 miles being over $40.00, 
Emphasis was also laid upon the ne- 
cessity of higher education for the 
young mer and young women on the 
farm; that every farmer should if he 
could at all afford it, send his sons 
and daughters to the Agricultural 
College to take a course. This would 
prevent 60 many young men and 
young women leaving the farms and 
drifting into the cities where they 
came with no special training and 
usually were only able to secure un- 
remunerative employment, Whereas 


if they were sent to the Agricultural 
College they would not leave the 
farm, byt 6 the contrary would 
rather remain on them and would 


| make better farmers and better cit-

The announcement made in regard 
to the Company starting demonstra- 
tion farms for the benefit of the 
farmers in the vicintiy in which they 
were located was always” greeted 
with much appreciation and many 
farmers expressed the hope that the 
C.P.R. would locate a farm of this 
description in their district as it 
wocld have a very beneficial effect in 
kxeping before them all the time the 
best methods of farming. Prineipal 
Black and staff expressed their great 
appreciation of the way in which the 
train was handied.

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HUDSON BAY TIMBER 


Experienced Cruiser Describes Split 
Lake Conditions 

Interesting observations with regard 
to the timber of the Hudson Bay Re- 
gion (the southern part of the old 
district of Keewatin) are found in the 
1911 report of the Director of Forest- 
“ryy~publishéed as part of the Annual 
Report of the Department of the In- 
terior for 1911 


Mr. J. T. G. Whyte, an _ exper- 
fenced timber cruiser and fire ranger 
(who has since been drowned while 
in discharge of his duty) reports on 
the conditions of the forest around 
Split Lake on ar area of about 2400 
Square miles. This whole territory 
was originally covered with forest. 
The islancs in Split Lake still bear 
Spruce, Tamarack and Jack Pine, 
large enough for railway ties, poles 
and lur ber. 

All the rest of the country has been 
burned over at least once within the 
past forty or fifiy years, and the tim- 
ber which dates from the last fire, 
rarely exceeds three or four inches 
in diameter. The shores of Split 
Lake have been burned over, on an 
uverage once every season. For- 
tunately in this district the soil is 
usually de®p, and can always support 
anot%er crop of trees. The presence 
of merchantable forests in protected 
situations proves that the young for- 
est now started will become sufficient- 
ly valuable to support sawmill and 
pulp industrie: and supply a large 
population, if it can be protected from 
fire. Very little of the land tray- 
ersed by Mr. Whyte is suitable for 
agriculture. 

Mr. J. T. Blackford, fire ranger at 
Oxford House, reports similar condi- 
tions o: about 6400 square miles of 
territory in that region.

Threshing With Oxen 

The methods ana implements of ag- 
riculture in Cyprus are still somewhat 
primitive, and the light wooden 
plough, drawn by oxen, merely turns 
up the soli a few inches. Steam 
ploughs, self-binders, etec., are un- 
known here but every effort is being 
made by the Agricultural Department 
to induce the peasantry to adopt more 
scientific methods and modern imple- 
ments. 


Ploughing commences in January, 
after the winter rains, and about 
March or April the field is cross 


ploughed. Sowing begins, as a rule, 
after the autumn rains, and the har- 
vest takes place at the end of May, 
June, July, and August. The grain 
is threshed out in a peculiar manner. 
It is placed on the threshing floor, 
and threshed out by means of a yoke 
of oxen, attached to a board studded 
with fiints, on which sits the driver 
and the combined weight of the driver 
and the roughness or the flints breaks 
the grain. The straw, which is 
much broken in this process, is mixed 
with chaff, and used as fodder.

The sudden death of Chaudrt Lala 
Meah, the head barber of Madras, at 
Veerappa Varar, Coll Street, Myla- 
pore, recently, has disclosed interest- 
ing details about the working of the 
barber fraternity of Madras, 

The fraternity has been In exist- 
ence for over 120 years. Chaudri fs 
commonly known in tho North of In- 
dia as barrister, or vakil, but the post 
amongst the barbers of Madras car- 
ries a much higher position.

He has 
eight councillors, or jurors, and he 
decides cases that ¢ome up before 
him with their ald. 

The Chaudri’s post is atife ap- 
pointment.

The barber fraternity of 
Madras now consists of 160 Moham- 
medan barbers, and will meet at the 
Mohaminedan barbers’ mosque in 
Portuguese Church Street, North 
Georgetown, which {s supported by 
the Mohammedan barbers of Madras, 
and by the fines levied by the Chaud- 
ri, to elect their Chaudri-from one of

New School Rooms 


Blairmore’s School Teachers Are 
Given Room To Kick. 


The new addition to the Blair- 
more public school-is nearing 
completion, and the building 
now has a very attractive and 
commanding appearance. The 
new addition is built upona 
whole basement walled with 
stone and having a concrete 
floor. This basement is intended 
for a playroom for the girl 
pupils when weather conditions 
are such as to make out-door 
play unpleasant. 

The first floor contains one 
large room, capable of accom- 
modating some sixty pupils, 
and equipped with about forty 
feet of slate black-board. A 
well slanted stairway leads 
from the hallway to the second 
flat, where another large room 
is added and equipped in a sim- 
ilar manner. 

The desks for the two new 
rooms were ordered last week 
and as soon as they arrive these 
rooms will be opened up for 
teaching. 

The school now has six rooms 
and six teachers, as compared 
with’ four rooms and four 
teachers a year ago. The at- 
tendance at present is about 
220, while others are being 
added to the roll every week.
